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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the claims filed on December 2, 201 0 have been fully 
considered. The 35 USC 1 12 1 st and 2 nd paragraph rejectiosn have been obviated and 
are thus hereby withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments have been considered and are persuasive in overcoming 
the 35 USC 103 rejection with respect to claims 76-86. However, this ground of 
rejection is maintained and applied to new claims 87-89 because these claims read on 
all enantiomers of the claimed chemical compound. 

3. The obviousness type double patenting rejections are maintained and applied to 
new claims 76-89 because the generic claims remain rejected.
